The municipal council was also 
approached on the issue, but here 
we met our “Waterloo.”

field,” ete. Said council putting the 
matter to a municipal vote will 
never get a home in any of their 
respective towns due to the pecu- 
liar interests centred in each town, 
(Said council spent $3,102 for the 
aged last year; $2,277 the previous 
year), 

However, that is no reason why 
Didsbury should be without a 
“Home.” The will of the people still 
rules and in this freecountry noth- 
ing can stop us “if we will!” 

Following said efforts to see to 
what extent the expressed interest 
was real, we associated the econ- 
omic phase with the sentimental 
and asked for promises of dona- 
tions towards a definite set-up, a 
real beginning of a real issue. May 
say here it was the urging of two 
of our citizens that started me in- 
yestigating the possibilities and the 
need of the home. A year later we 
faced the practical need of a home 
ourselves.

How many cars and trucks can 
we put on our main thoroughfares, 
urban and suburban? How many 
more cars and buses could we put 
on our highways on holiday week. 

We don't need to get out the 
slide rule to figure the answers. 


Some areas and certain main) 
highways are already seriously, | 
dangerously overloaded. Now then, | 
let us listen to what the president 
of General Motors says: 

“At the end of the war we felt 
that any prediction of three million 
vehicles in Canada by 1955 would 
no be justified. Already in 1952 we 
have reached that total. Now we are 
looking ahead to 1960 and _ later, 
and there is danger of being wrong, 
as we were before. Some economists 
believe that there will be 4,500,000 
motor vehicles registered in Canada 
by 1960. I myself think the estimate 
is conservative.”

Rev. Jesse M. Bader of the de- 
partment of evangelism of 
National Council of Churches 
(U.S.A.) has declared, in a burst of 
alliterative eloquence, that church 
communities are in danger of be.

Ergot A Poison: It is important 
that livestock feeders recognize the 
poisonous qualities of ergot and 
have some idea of how much it 
should be tolerated in feeds. Ergot 
has caused abortion in livestock as 
well as the disease known as ergot- 
ism. As little as 0.15 per cent ergot | 
in rye ( one ergot kernel in 700 of | 
grain) has been known to cause this 
disease. 

Ergotism may be very serious and 
is marked in the early stages by 
irritation and pain in the extremi- 
ties of the body, and later by a dry 
gangrene or mummification of the 
tail, ears and perhaps feet.
